He was born at Glasgow, Scot- 
land, Nov. 5, 1903. 

He landed with The Loyal Ed- 
monton Regiment in Sicily in- 
July 1943 and after serving in 
Haly and on the western front 
during which time he was pro- 
moted lieutenant-colonel and ap- 
pointed to command an Ontario 
infantry battalion, he returned 
home on Feb. 14 last. 

The citation accompanying the 
award follows: 

On Aug. 13, 1944, Lt.-Col. Cromb 
assumed command of the Lincoln 
and Welland Regiment during the 
battle for the high ground south- 
west of Bretteville le Rabet. He was 
immediately required to effect a re- 
organization of the battalion to pre- 
pare it for a further task. 


DIFFICULT TASK 

This he accomplished, under the 
difficult circumstances, dis- 
playing remarkable initiative and 
sound tactical judgment. Since that 
time he has led his regiment into 
every operation in which it has par- 
ticipated, and throughout he has 
shown a magnificent example to all 
ranks, It was the Lincoln and Wel- 
land Regiment under his command 
that established the first Canadian 
bridgehead over the Seine river in | 
August, 1944, and it was this of- 
ficer’s coolness in the face of heavy 
fire, and his gallant leadership, 
which inspired the regiment in their 
bitter engagement to consolidate 
the position. 

Lt.-Col, Cromb again proved 
himself a sound and forceful 
commander in the battle for 
Bergen Op Zoom. To exploit the 
success of a previous tank and in- 
fantry thrust, he quickly imple- 
mented a change in plan, out- 
flanking enemy localities, and re- 
inforcing the garrison of the city.

To replace Dr. H. C. Newland, who has 
resigned as supervisor of schools for Al- 
berta, the department of education has 
appointed Dr. W. H. Swift to the newly- 
created post of chief superintendent of 
schools. 

Realizing how vital this position is to 
the educational system of the province, 
Alberta people will wish Dr. Swift well in 
his new duties. 

For this is, indeed, a key position. 
While the minister and the department are 
responsible for framing the regulations 
which apply to the school system in Al- 
berta, the superintendent is responsible 
for the direct application of them and, in 
most instances, for the direct enforcement 
of them.

Prime Minister King interpreted the 
vote on Monday to be “A mandate to strive.

Will Not Modify the Veto 
Powers of the Great 
Nations 


By B. T. RICHARDSON 


SAN FRANCISCO—That the San 
Francisco conference will not 
Modify the veto powers of the great 
nations in any substantial degree 
has become clear after several 
weeks in which the veto question 
has been referred to as a “crisis”, 
a “deadlock”, or something like 
that. In truth, the formula agreed 
to at the Crimean conference at 
Yalta last February was the foun- 
dation on which United States, 
Russia and Britain could agree to 
enter a world security organiza- 
tion. China and France, which will 
also possess veto rights as perma- 
nent council members, also find it 
very acceptable. 

The veto question will long out- 
last the San Francisco conference, 
and heated arguments both for and 
against jt will be heard in many 
countri¢s. The case that no start 
in setting up a world = security 
organization can be made without 
it is, in the opinion of many dele- 
Gates, beyond dispute. There is a 
strong and logical case against it, 
of course, and a reasonable man 
will have difficulty in making up 
his mind about the veto.

In 
fact, he was accused of providing 
the blunt instrument (apparently a 
black jack) that allegedly aided in 
making a Dodger disciple of Mr 
Christian, who is recovering from 
a fractured jaw. Moore's case was 
continued too; and both were per- 
mitted to continue their liberty 
under $1,000 bail. 

By the time that the case comes 
up again in court, June 18, the vio- 
lence-loving fans of Brooklyn prob- 
ably will be convinced that Duro- 
cher did a good job in going to 
work on Christian (although Leo} 
denies that he ever saw the fellow). |

And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEVER ELDRED 
The child who does not fit inte 


enough, in such case, just to love 

the child, one must plan for his 

future so as to give him the best 
education and prepare him to live 

a happy life. One has to consider, 

too, not only the child himself, 

but the parents and any brothers 
or sisters he possesses. 

Mrs. F. Y. writes, “Our second 
born is a Mongolian. She is a sweet 
child, pretty, Jooks almost normal 
and is affectionate. But at three 
years she does not walk, babbles | 
like a baby and has ‘to be cared | 
for like one. We want to do the 
best for her but we wonder if it is | 
better to keep her at home or’ put | 
her in an institution because of the 
other children.” | 

Just when ! received your let- 
ter | was reading a pamphiet con- | 
taining the materia! from the 
Eleventh Institute of the Child 
Research Clinic of the Woods 
Schools. The paper by Henry | 
Schumacher on, “Some Psycho- | 
logical Factors in the Treatment 
and Training of the Exceptional 
Child.” seemed to answer your 
question. | am printing some 
pertinent excerpts. 

“In view of the fact that the 
average home and the average 
school find the problem of the re- 
tarded child an extremely difficult 
one, it would seem better to recos- 
nize this fact and plan accordinsly. 
I: is our opinion that it is much bet- 
ter for the definitely retarded child 
to be placed in an institutional set- 
ting from earliest childhood on 
Time and again we have seen 8 
child, whose retardation definitely 
was not a familial basis, where the 
parents were sacrificing themselves 
in caring for the child, feeling that 
under the circumstances they could 
not risk having other children. In 
some instances the result was & 
disruption of family life because 
the only bonds holding it together 
were emotionally disturbed bonds 

“Certainly in such cases it would 
heve been better for this child to 
be placed in an institution and the 
parent be free to rear other child- 
ren who more than likely would be 
perfectly normal individuals. 

“Because of the greater need in 
terms of physical care and protec- 
tion that the feeble-minded child 
demands, the parents have not the 
time to give their normal] children 
through which these children re- 
ceive that feeling of security in their 
love and affection which is so es- 
sential to normal personality de- 
velopment.” 

This seems to be the consensus of 
authorities dealing with mental ab- 
normalities. But do ask your own 
doctor or psychiatrist, no doubt he 
will confirm this.
